The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Applicants have limited the scope of the claims to 
synthetic nucleic acids which are greater than 99% identical to 
one of SEQ ID N0S:9, 16, 18, 297, 299, or 301. While as 
previously discussed, a skilled artisan would have a reasonable 
expectation of obtaining an optimized nucleic acid with a 
sequence which is very similar to those obtained by applicants 
(i.e., SEQ ID N0S:9, 16, 18, 297, 299, or 301) by following the 
suggestions of Zolotukhin et al . with regard to specific codon 
optimization choices for high level expression in human cells 
followed by modifications to eliminate undesirable sequences as 
taught by the secondary references, the limitation to 99% 
identity to one of SEQ ID N0S:9, 16, 18, 297, 299, or 301 allows 
only up to 16 nucleotides choices to be different which seems 
unlikely to be reasonably expected in view of the number of 
positions at which different choices might be made.
